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Testing For Advanced Registry 


By M. H. GARDNER 


is at hand and many letters are coming to me from 

men who have not as yet taken up the testing, but 
think that the time has come for them to begin. The 
encouraging feature is that most of these letters are from 
young men, showing that youth is putting its shoulder to 
the wheel, while many older breeders who have been 
lying dormant for two or three years are giving signs of 
waking up. The gumber of A. R. cows for sale is at the 
lowest point in many years, which breeders are beginning 
to see. In fact, all signs seem to indicate that the corner 
has been turned, and that the breeding of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle will again be on a firm basis. 

The boom prices brought on as one of the effects of 
the great war should neither be expected nor desired. 
Booms are always harmful to any business. for reaction as 
surely follows.as night follows day. When the Irishman 
fell from the roof of the barn he said that it was not the 
fallin’ that hurt at all at all, it was the stoppin’ so quick. 
But in the reaction after a boom even the ground will 
not stop the fall of prices; and the momentum drives 
them so far into the ground that it takes time to dig out. 
We want no more booms with the train of evils they 
bring, but that degree of normalcy that existed before 
the boom started. We have the breed of cattle best 
adapted to the uses of the special milk producer and for 

‘the farmer-dairyman; but we must continue to prove it. 
Mere words are not sufficient in putting forth our claims; 
we-must show at the fairs, must engage in cow testing 
association work more than we are doing and must test 
for advanced registration? We have turned the depression 
corner, and should not be backward in showing it. 


The showing at fairs and dairy shows has been such 
as to increase the pride of our breeders in the breed; 
but neither are there as many breeders taking part in 
cow testing association work as there should be, nor as 
many testing for advanced registration. Unless the breed- 
ing of purebred dairy cattle be on a practical dollars and 
cents basis, it can not prove a business success; the herd, 
whether it be of high degree or only ordinary, needs con- 
stant watch and constant culling. For this. purpose the 
testing association is best fitted to the needs of many 
owners; it will pick out unprofitable cows, if there be 
any, as well as those least profitable. It thus enables the 
owner to cull wisely and to keep the herd on the upgrade 
as dairy producers. It is the leaks in the dairy business, 
the amount of the leakage in most cases not realized, 
that cuts down profits. 
each machine for conversion of feed into milk must be 
good enough to avoid loss. It will not do to consider the 
herd as a whole; accounts must be kept with the individ- 
ual milk machines making up the herd if one wants best

results. The testing association does this, and the owner 
knows his cows as individuals. 


No man is more foolish than the man who deceives 
himself or prefers to be ignorant as to the productive 
value of his individual cows. Often I think that the 
younger men of today do not appreciate their advantage 
over the men of thirty-five to forty years ago. I speak 
from the personal experience of twenty years in the suc- 
cessful handling and building up of a purebred dairy herd 
to which a goodly share of the most desirable animals of 
the present time trace back. Today we have the cow 
testing association and testing for advanced registration; 
we have the Babcock test and the cream separator; we 
have the internal combustion gas engine or electric motor 
for motive power on farms, and improved creameries, 
cheese factories and condenseries. Then we were just 
beginning to have crude cheese factories and creameries, 
the cream being obtained by setting the warm milk in 
ice water submerged in Cooley cans. The tread power 
was the only small motive power for the farm. I knew 
nothing of the quality of my individual cows, but I did 
know that if I could cull out the less profitable I could 
make more money per head on the rest, and would know 
from which cows calves were to be reserved to improve 
the herd. I knew the approximate milk production of 
each cow, because we weighed the milk of every cow for 
two days at the middle of each month. but I wanted to 
know the butter production. The cream was churned in 


‘ the farm dairy; and a very important part of my income 


was from butter shipped to private customers in Chicago 
and sold at an average of twenty-five per cent over 
Chicago prices for best butter. 

I had a special tank built, had a tinner build a lot of 
slender cans five inches in diameter and bought a one- 
cow churn. The cans were built to hold up to twenty-five 
pounds milk and to fasten down in the tank, but not sub- 
merged. One can was used for each milking of a cow 
tested, the cans left in the ice water for twenty-four 
hours, and the cream from each cow’s milk kept by itself 
until churned. Six milkings were so handled for each 
cow tested; being three days’ milk for a cow milked 
twice per day, and two days’ milk if milked three times 
per day. Only three cows could be tested at a time; and 
testing cows three times during each lactation, the work 
was tedious almost beyond measure. Yet it had to be 
done and paid well, for it gave me a basis for valuation. 
Many a moderate milker proved herself better than cows 
with larger milk productions. When. the Babcock test 
was placed on the market I was one of the first men to 
obtain a machine; and the separator having in the mean- 
time been invented, I considered my testing troubles at 
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an end. So much to try to show the difference between 
then and now. 

I am writing mostly for the younger generation and the 
smalier breeders—the men on the growth and develop- 
ment of whose work the future of our wonderful breed 
depends. I can put myself in the position of these men 
and can sympathize with them in their struggles for 
success because I have gone through the same mill my- 
self, and did my part as a breeder in the building up of 
the breed and making it popular before I became Superin- 
tendent. If I am a conservative as to general policies both 
governmental and association, it is my long experience as 
a breeder and farmer and as Superintendent A. R. that 
has made me so. But conservatism need not narrow a 
man; one should be broad enough to lock at all questions 
from all sides, and to give credit for good intentions even 
where one can not wholly approve of policy. It.is not to 
be expected that all men should agree. In fact, it is well 
that they should not; for too great an agreemént would 
mean stagnation in the end. It is the rule that respon- 
sibility leads to conservatism. The greatest progress is 
the result of reasonable compromise on all ‘sides, with 
everyone putting his shoulder to the wheel and all work- 
ing together for the common good. Knocking-never gets 
a breeder anywhere or accomplishes any good. There 
can be harmony of purpose without entire harmony of 
thought; and in our own special case the all-important 
thing needed is harmony of purpose in pushing the breed. 
If we have this, we shall have success; and all other 
matters will settle themselves in due time. 


I am conservative in my views on advanced registra- 
tion. As an earnest supporter of cow testing association 
work in its own field, I have never been in favor of listing 
any tests in the Advanced Register not made under ad- 
vanced registry rules. For. twelve years there has been 
constant pressure on the part of county agents and 
others interested in cow testing to obtain a place in our 
Blue Book. One of the chief advocates plainly stated 
before a committee that for the welfare of the cow testing 
associations they needed the support of breeders of pure- 
bred cattle as leaders, and that they could not get them 
unless they could get the tests recognized to the extent 
of listing them in the Blue Book. 


These advocates say that all they want is the listing 
of such tests for just what they are, and that. the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association need assume no responsibility 
as to reliability of the records. But why do they want 
the Association to admit the listing of tests in its Ad- 
vanced Register that have not the shadow of a just claim 
for appearing in that book? Is it not to give a standing 
and a value to such tests that otherwise they would not 
have? Is it not an attempt to commercialize cow testing 
work at the expense of advanced registration? Here lies 
the great danger; for such tests appearing in the Blue 
Book would surely confuse the inexperienced . buyer. 
Thousands of Holstein-Friesian breeders own cows with 
advanced registry records, and have a just claim on what- 
ever market there may be for cows and bulls listed in the 
Blue Book and for the offspring of such animals. This is 
a vested interest that can not be lightly disregarded. 
Does not the Association owe to its breeders who have 
tested and are testing for advanced registry the protec- 
tion of their interests? 


Again, has not the Association gone as-far as it safely 
can in its friendly attitude toward cow testing* associa- 
tions? 
Science Association at Columbia, Missouri, the attitude 
of the Association was formulated by me and accepted 
ag@satistactory to that-asseciation. Under the plan the 
State Agricultural College of any state decides’ for-itself 
whether. ft: will combine cow testing association work with 
testing for advanced registration or will keep them 
separate. the college is left free as sole judge of how test- 
ing shall be~done. If the college thinks best to combine, 
all that the Association asks, or rather demands, is that 
the resident cow tester be known to be competent and 
reliable; that he be regularly appointed as an accredited 
supervisor after either taking the oath of office or signing 
a prepared statement before a witness; that in the con- 
duct of tests he fully comply with our rules in all respects; 
and that his work shall be properly checked by having 
the tests of every third or fourth month conducted by 
some other supervisor sent by the college to conduct such 
check tests, there being atleast two different check 
supervisors employed during the year. How anything 
more liberal could be safely offered is difficult to see. 

I am firmly convinced that the continued success of 
cow testing associations depends on keeping them as free 
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Eleven years ago at the meeting of the Dairy -~ 


’ ting its share. 
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as possible from commercialism. In its own field, which 
is to aid the owner in the correct rating of his herd for 
his own use, the work is of immeasurable value to dairy. 
men; while if commercialized it will as surely go on the 
rocks as did early advanced registration when anyone 
could make an affidavit that his cow had produced go 
much milk from which he had churned so much butter 
and could have the test accepted and entered in the ag. 
vanced Register. The great majority of the tests Were 
honestly made; but the minority of dishonest tests 80 
strangled the system that it. was nearly dead at the time 
the Babcock test came into use and the present system 
with the colleges in charge, was inaugurated. Trye 
friends of the cow testing association will strive to keep 
that system free from the commercializing tendency, anq 
so protect it from an unfavorable reaction. 


In our testing for advanced registration we have cer. 
tain recognized divisions; and I am opposed to legislating 
any division out of existence. One of the other dairy 
breeders’ associations tried this; but the protest of its 
breeders forced a reversal of the action taken. ‘The 
establishment of classifications and classes must be more 
or less of a compromise; but ‘when once established they 
should be maintained as long as any considerable number 
of breeders may want to use them. While I have found 
in the past that only about forty per cent of the long-time 
testing was done with any regard to classification by 
milkings, I now think that there is going to be a real use 
of Classification B. At any rate, it promises better than 
Classification C has ever done. 


I wish that more breeders, especially when cow testing 
association work is combined with testing for advanced 
registration, would test in Classification C; for what has 
already been done in the class, under its old name of 
Subdivision B, shows that fine records may be made with 
good cows. There is little or no danger of losing one’s 
work on any cow because of the cow not meeting re- 
quirements, as the Certificate of Merit takes care of prac- 
tically all tests failing to get the full Advanced Registry 
Certificate. As the colleges allow twelve cows milked 
twice per day to constitute a bunch, after getting down 
to twice a day milking the expense per cow would be 
much smaller than with a few cows on test. Classifica- 
tion B. allowing of bunches of eight cows, will also lessen 
expense per head. 


2 

The devising of some means for lessening the cost of 
testing for advanced registration has been in the minds 
of many persons during the last three years, and I have 
given it much thought. We have learned by bitter ex- 
perience that tests for advanced registration must be so 
safeguarded as to make the records safe beyond question. 
and in semi-official testing, just as in the strictly official 
short-time testing, we have reached reliable results. I do 
not mean to say that I regard the semi-official test as the 
equal of the strictly official, but do mean to say that the 
system of conducting the testing and of computing the 
credits has been perfected. to a point that I have full con- 
fidence that the results reported are very close to what 
a strictly official test would have shown. 

If the testing could in all cases be conducted free from 
any interference of any kind, I should regard a test of one 
day each month as very nearly as good as a two-day test; 
but my long experience with human nature tells me that 
the two-day test-is an important safeguard. But I.would 
not object to a slightly longer average period. between 
official tests, so that there should be not less than eight 
tests in a ten months’ period and not less than ten tests 
in a twelve months’ period. Such a change would make @ 
small saving that might count for something, especially 
in the casé of those».testing im Classification C. 

ve years ago.when the. Association was hard pressed 
for money, the offering of prizé money to breeders test 
ing for advanced “registration was discontinued by our 
Board of Directors with my approval. “I believe that it is 
now time to resume the practice of offering prize money 


for leading records in certain divisions and with certain — 


restrictions. I would limit the award of prize. money to 
fat production in the seven-day division, the ten-montas 
division, and the yearly division, no public institution 
supported by taxation being eligible to compete for prize 
money. Any tests made by such institutions would be 
eligible to the honor of appearing in the proper places 
in the prize lists. but as debarred from money award. The 
prize money would thus reach private companies and 
breeders, and go where it would do the most good, each 
classification by milkings in the long-time divisions get 
I am sure it would be a great encourage

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sey, Jersey and Ayrshire breeds combined, the 
Black and White exhibit at the New York State 
esented striking evidence of the poularity of this 
great breed in the great fluid milk district of New York 
State.

Yates Farms was successful in 
taking five firsts, four seconds and two thirds, a remark- 
ably good showing in this competition. Pinery Farms of 
Ohio with two firsts, four seconds and a third and a junior 
championship ranked next while Dennis of Maryland was 
successful in carrying off both grand championship 
awards. The Ona Company had one first prize on the only 
animal they exhibited and none of the other exhibitors 
were able to break into the first prize winning. column, 
although there were a lot of mighty creditable cattle 
that had to be left out of the money entirely.

Bull Classes 


Fourteen aged bulls made a splendid showing and any 
one of the top three -would have made an acceptable 
blue ribbon winner. John M. Dennis took the blue with 
Sir Jamolsa Pontiac Segis, who was Bob Haeger’s choice 
for grand championship at Maryland the week before. 
This bull is an upstanding stylish fellow that would at- 
tract attention anywhere but lacking in the depth of body 
distinguishing Pinery Farms famous winner, King. Piet- 
ertje Jewel Korndyke, who took second place here as at 
Maryland. Yates Farms’ former champion, Count Paul 
Echo Posch, in third place was handicapped by a nervous 
disposition that did not allow him to show to the best 
advantage. The Ona Company of Ohia was first in the 
two-year-old class with King Ona Jolie Fayne, a bull of 
great dairy quality in which his closest competitor, Sum- 
mit Sir Aaggie, of Summit Farms, was perhaps a little 
lacking.

Yates and which bull had a number of other get placings 
in this show. King Rose Ormsby, showing in much better 
form than at Michigan last week, headed the calf class, 
changing positions with Lakefield Farms’ Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes 34th, who was first in his class at Michigan. The 
King Rose bull seems to be improving rapidly as he goes 
along. He will be remembered as the top prize bull in 
the National sale at Grand Rapids. 


The Females 

There were 58 entries in the aged cow class of which 
44 appeared in the ring, one of the largest classes of the 
year. When Judge Haeger had them lined up to suit him 
an array of records was presented that so far as we can 
discover has never been duplicated in any show. The 
first five cows had records averaging well over 1,000-lbs. 
butter and four of the five had made from 1,000 to nearly 
1,200 lbs. The other one had nearly 900 lbs. as a three- 
year-old. The leader was Westview De Kol Walker, a 
1,000-lb. cow and famous prize winner of other years who 
repeated her grand championship honors of the week 
before at Maryland. She is showing thin in flesh this year 
but is being well handled by the veteran breeder and show 
man, Frank White, who is in charge of the Dennis show 
herd. Faforit Pietje Posch, an 1,100-lb. cow of great 
substance and with the best udder in the ring, placed 
second for Yates while her stable mate K. M. D. K. S&S. 
Colanthus with nearly 1,200 lbs. butter was fourth. Kis- 
met Fayne of Valley View, Pinery Farms’ massive daugh- 
ter of Finderne Pride Fayne, in fifth place, has two 1,000- 
lb. records and a 37-lb. seven-day record. Sunny Lady 3d, 
a K. P. O. P. daughter which Hargrove & Arnold showed 
in third place, has 889 lbs. as a junior three-year-old. This 
young cow is much the same type.as her famous sister, 
Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, and is improving as she goes 
along, nearer freshening, at Dairy Show time. This line 
up of records along with type in the aged cow class was 
one of the most interesting features of the show. Yates 
placed a great pair of heifers first and second in the 
three-year-old class, the first prize winner having a little 
more substance and finish while the second prize heifer 
was exceptionally strong in udder. There would have 
been some support among the ringside judges for re- 
versed placing for these heifers. Yates also scored in the 
two-year-old class with a dry two-year-old of great 
strength. This was a hard class to judge as there were a 
number of milking heifers along with the dry ones that 
made comparison difficult. John Tuck had a daughter of 
Overhill Cornucopia with an especially good udder that 
placed second in the class while Karl Nims showed a 
daughter of King Ona with splendid dairy quality in third 
place. 

The three younger heifer classes were all very well 
filled with good ones, over one hundred yearlings and 
calves being on exhibition. Hargrove & Arnold won the 
senior yearling class with Triune Piebe Fobes, who will 
be remembered as the first prize calf_at last year’s Na-

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A Good Holstein Show at Indiana

The Indiana State Fair this year 
came as a forerunner of the National 
Dairy Show which will exhibit at the 
same place during the week of Octo- 
ber 10th to 17th. The number of cat- 
tle shown in all dairy breeds this 
year is somewhat larger than usual, 
and it seems certain that interest in 
the State Fair show has been stimu- 
lated by the Big Show’s coming to 
Indianapolis next month. 

One hundred and fifty-seven Hol- 
steins were shown here this year and 
with the exception of a few classes, 
the quality of cattle shown was very 
good. Unusually large classes of aged 
bulls—with 11, aged cows—with 20 
and senior heifer calves—with 33, 
were shown. As if to try out Indiana’s 
fine new cattle barn, twenty exhibi- 
tors from out of the state were in, 
and this large number rather over- 
shadowed Hoosier showmen as there 
were but nine of the latter present. 

Winners from shows the  pre- 
vious week at Ohio, Wisconsin and 
Iowa were present, and some of the 
best cattle of these shows made up 
the winners at this show. These out 
of the state cattle took so many of the 
ribbons, in fact, that Indiana owned 
cattle were able to get but two places 
in all of the open classes. The re- 
cent inauguration of State Classes 
was the salvation of the Indiana cat- 
tle. Without these State Classes 
young breeders and newcomers at the 
State Fair probably would have be- 
come rather discouraged by the clean 
sweep of open places by the herds 
from other states. 

There are better Ho!steins in Indi- 
ana than those shown this year by the 
Indiana exhibitors but that doesn’t 
mean much if they do not come to the 
Fair. The good cattle shown by ex- 
hibitors from other states should 
serve as an example and stimulus for 
better black and white cattle in this 
state and more of them at the State 
Fair. 

J. C. Cort, formerly 2% Milford 
Meadows Farm, Lake Mills, Wis, now 
of the Mass. State Board of Azgricul-

our opinion of the proposed new registry 

association, concerning which circulars 
have been mailed to members of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 

We are very sorry that such a movement has 
been started because anything which disturbs 
the harmony of the industry tends to lessen con- 
fidence in its stability and reflects in lower val- 
ues for cattle of our breed. Further, we do not 
see how the movement can bring anything but 
disappointment to those who affiliate with it. 
To any breeders who may be dissatisfied with 
existing. conditions and policies within the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, we would 
say, your remedy lies with yourselves and within 
your present organization rather than in joining 
an outlaw movement of this nature. There is 
no legitimate reason for the establishment of 
another registry association for Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle in America. The present association 
was never so susceptible to majority rule as it is 
under its present form of erganization, and any 
changes in fees or policy desired by the majority 
of the members can be secured without resorting 
to insurrection and revolt. 


But even if there were good reasons for with- 
drawing and forming a new association surely 
it should be founded by men of known personal 
integrity and not, as in the present instance, by 
the acknowledged defender and apologist for 
Oliver Cabana, Jr., and all his works. 


A NUMBER of our readers have asked us for

We believe the rank and file of our members 
know too little about their Association. For 
some time past, they have been deluged with 
propaganda, which by half-truths and outright 
misstatements has attempted to break down the 
confidence of the members in the integrity of 
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their officers and in the soundness of their own 
institution. We have never dignified these at- 
tacks by answering the false charges and accy- 
sations so recklessly made. 

We believe, however, the time has now ar. 
rived when the facts should be presented for the 
information of our newer members and others 
not familiar with the history of the association.

‘“‘We Have Turned the Corner’’ 


HIS is the conclusion of Supt. M. H. Gardner as ex- 
. 3 pressed in his interesting article entitled “Testing 

for Advanced Registry,” which we are presenting ag 
a leading feature in this issue. Mr. Gardner through his 
contacts with breeders of Holstein Friesians is in a posi- 
tion to speak with authority and we commend the article 
to the careful consideration of our readers. Mr. Gardner 


draws liberally from his extended experience and he does . 


not hesitate to give the reasons for the conclusions he 
reaches. 
Among the different suggestions offered by Mr. Gard- 


ner naturally he places Advanced Registry Testing first. | 
Among the things which breeders can do to help improve = 


conditions, he points to the fact that the decreased amount 
of testing for the past few years is already placing a pre- 


mium on animals of proven ability and advance registry | 
backing. He reiterates his belief in the value of the short‘ 
time test, not only as a training school for beginners: but | 


also as a reliable guide as to the merit of the individuals 
when properly interpreted. In this connection we shall 
have more.to say in a later issue regarding the results of 
extensive research and comparison of records by the 
World staff. FA 

Mr. Gardner also recommends continuous showing of 
our good cattle at the fairs and dairy shows and partic- 
ularly urges greater use of the Cow Testing Associations 
by our breeders in culling their herds and stopping the 
leaks which mean the difference between profit and loss 
in the dairy business. 

Another interesting suggestion offered by Mr. Gardner 
is that we return to our former practice of offering prize 
money for leading butterfat records in the various di- 
visions. He feels that the cash awards would be a great 
encouragement to breeders to take up the testing work. 
Our observation along this line during the later years 
of prizes for production records was that while any prizes 
awarded were gladly received by the winners receiving 
them it was not the hope of winning Association prizes 
that induced them to test their animals but rather the di- 
rect benefits which Mr. Gardner mentions in his article. 
We believe the same thing would hold true under present 
existing conditions. 

Personally we are greatly interested in the possibilities 
of the herd test plan which the Ayrshire breeders are try- 
ing out and which is also receiving some attention as a 
state proposition in Wisconsin, Rhode Island and else- 
where. If it proves that it can be Worked out in a satis- 
factory way and can be properly safeguarded without 
making it so expensive as to defeat its primary purpose 
it might be that the Association could well afford to sub- 
sidize this test by prizes for high herd productions. 

The experience of these various agencies should be 
very helpful to our Association in arriving at a conclusion 
of the matter. 

It is possible that the rank and file ef our breeders 
would be better pleased to have a reduction in the transfer 
fees than to consider new ways of spending the present 
surplus income. Perhaps the payment of prizes for rec- 
ords could well replace some of the items in our present 
extension budget. Mr. Gardner evidently believes it 
could. We would be glad to have our readers oxney 
their views. 

And again we urge careful reading of Mr. Gardner's 
article in this issue. 
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Not Enough Prizes 


HE phenomenal growth in size and quality of our 
T Holstein shows throughout the northern states and 

Canada leads to wonder if the old system of prize 
awards is adequate to cover the. situation. This season 
classes have run as high as seventy-one animals and it 
has not been at all unusual to find classes containing 
some two and three ‘dozen animals good enough individu- 
ally to have ranked well up in the money a few years 
ago. With competition so keen and with only five to ten 
prizes awarded in most cases it frequently occures that 
exhibitors with highly creditable animals have to go home 
without any recognition. whatever for their good work. 

There was one exhibitor from an adjoining state who 
exhibited his full show string at the New York State Fair 
this year and who succeeded in winning only a single sixth 
prize ribbon carrying a five dollar cash award, which rep- 
resented the tangible result of his showing at our State 
Fair. This exhibitor, it is true, had a number of animals 
in his show herd that he should have known in advance 
were not good enough to take out on the show circuit. 
In that way experience has ‘undoubtedly proved a benefit 
to this breeder through the education he has received. 
On the other hand he showed a number of very creditable 
animals that were forced out of the money on account 
of the strength of the competition. They were animals 
that under ordinary circumstances a breeder would be 
justified in expecting to place fairly high. This breeder 
has nothing from his showing at Syracuse to indicate 
that these animals were worthy of any consideration at 
all. 

There. is a danger here that may react to the disad- 
vantage of the shows in future years. Breeders are not 
going to the trouble and expense of showing their animals 
year after year unless they feel that they are getting 
something worth while out of it for themselves. We are 
delighted at the great size and quality of the Holstein 
shows all around the circuit this year. We think it is 
a fine thing for the industry. But we would hate to see 
any aftermath growing out of it that would have a tend- 
ency to make exhibitors stay at home and leave the show 
business in the hands of what might be called professional 
exhibitors. 

It occurs to us, as a general proposition, that it might 
help the situation if the fair associations would provide 
a number of merit ribbons to be awarded to all animals 
exhibited which in the opinion of the judge deserved them, 
in addition, of course, to the regular prize ribbons and 
the accompanying cash. Perhaps these merit ribbons 
might better be offered by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America which could then prescribe standard reg- 
ulations to govern their award. 

We do not anticipate that this suggestion will get much 
favor from the men who are doing the judging, as it would 
add quite considerably to their work. We do believe, 
however, that it is worth thinking about pretty seriously 
for the reason that it would give to every man who brings 
out a creditable animal at our important shows some 
official recognition of his achievements. Recognition of 
this kind might not pay many bills but it would help 
to allay the disappointment of the breeder who now has 
to.go home with nothing to show for his effort. We be- 
lieve that recognition of this kind would be encouraging 
to this class. of exhibitors and it would help to stimulate 
them to keep trying and that is one of the things that our 
Holstein shows ought to foster.

William A. Matteson 


William <A. Matteson, for years a leading mem- 
ber of the Oneida County bar and a power in the councils 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America from 1898 
to 1919, died at his home in Utica, N. Y., on September 20, 
1925. Mr. Matteson was famed for his silver tongued 
oratory. He commenced attending the annual meetings 
in 1897 and a speech in that meeting won him appointment 
to the Committee on Special Prizes. The following year, 
he was elected president of the Association and in this 
office he served three terms, being the first president to 
hold this office more than one year. The following year, 
he was elected first vice-president of the Association and 
as a member of the Board of Officers was immediately 
appointed upon the Executive Committee and commencing 
in 1901, he served continuously on this committee until 
1919 with the exception of the year 1906-07. He was chair- 
man of the Executive Committee for fourteen years. Upon 
the reorganization of the Association-in 1914, when the 
Board was increased to nine members, he was elected to 
a place on the Board of Directors and served for two 
terms, a total of six years. During the later years of his 
incumbency, he also served as legal counsel for the Asso- 
ciation. He has not taken an active part in Association 
affairs since the expiration of his last term as director 
in 1920. 

Mr. Matteson maintained a large herd of purebred 
Holsteins on his Homestead farm near Utica and probably 
deserved greater credit as a constructive breeder than has 
generally been accorded him. His two former herd sires, 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Paul De Kol and Paul De Kol Jr., 
were two of the outstanding sires of their day. The latter 
was the sire and the former the sire of the dam of the 
famous bull, Homestead Jr. De Kol, bred by. Mr. Matteson 
and who has won a place in Holstein history as the pro- 
genitor of the present day “Homestead” family. Mr. Matt- 
eson had been confined to his bed since last February 
as the direct result of a fall on the ice, although he had 
been in failing health for a number of years.

Grounds, Sacremento, on the evening of September 7.

G. E. Gordon, Dairy Extension Specialist, California 
College of Agriculture, was present by invitation and 
made an interesting talk on cow testing, community bull 
campaigns, and calf club work. 


Sam H. Greene, Secretary-Manager of California Dairy 
Council and a Director of the State Board of Agriculture, 
was present by invitation and spoke briefly in his usual 
happy manner.

Testing for Advanced Registry

ment to breeders, especially those testing in Classifica- 
tions B and C. 

The more experience I have with the short-time strictly 
official test of seven days or more the higher is my opinion 
of it. It is especially suited to the needs of the smaller 
breeders, and to those wanting to get a line on the 
capacity of cows without taking up the long-time test. 


For beginners, it teaches wonderfully valuable lessons in ° 


the handling of cows for best results. Of course all know 
that the test is usually made at the beginning of the lac- 
tation period, when the per cent fat is higher than later 
on; that conditions are made as favorable as possible for 
the cow; and that the production shown is for the cow at 
her best. Only a very inexperienced man would expect 
a cow to go on indefinitely at the per cent fat or the rate 


-shown. The advanced registry requirements take all this 


into consideration; the requirement for a certificate for a 
full-aged cow in yearly test being but thirty times the re- 
quirement on a seven-day test. The actual showing made 
by thousands of cows with both seven-day and long-time 
records is far better than this, the average for the year 
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for the lot being about thirty-six times the average of 
their seven-day productions. Mr. W. A. Prescott of T 
World has given much time to study along these lines: 
and advocates of the value of the seven-day test are deeply 
indebted to him for actual proof that the test is all the 
have ever claimed it to be. Testing in the seven-day 
division should. be encouraged to the utmost. 

Shallow minded people who decry advanced registry 
tests as forced productions because Cows so tested usually 
show better results than the same cows would show under 
what these people term ordinary ; conditions talk rot 
What will the ordinary conditions of the future be? How 
many times'a day will good dairymen milk their cows in 
early lactation? The ordinary conditions of the average 
stable in southern Wisconsin in my youth differed fay 
more from the average conditions of the stables of today 
than do the conditions in the average stable of today 
differ from the conditions in the more costly stables ip 
the state. What does any cow care whether or. not her 
stall is nickel plated if she has plenty of sunlight, plenty 
of fresh air, a clean manger, a clean stall, and plenty of 
good feed, properly selected, from which to manufacture 
milk? Are not all progressive dairy-farmers aiming. at 
just such conditions where they do not have them now? 
“But,” says the critic, “those testing for advanced regis- 
tration milk more than twice a day,” and he argues that 
if his old Piet were milked four times per day she would 
give twice as much milk as she does now at twice a day. 
Perhaps old Piet’s recorded name is Pietertje Johanna 
Ormsby Mercedes, that she has inherited milk producing 
powers from her ancestry, and that her owner has suc- 
ceeded in choking down those powers to the extent that 
he only needs to milk her twice per day. If so he should 
withdraw from our Association, one of whose ‘main objects 
is the development of the breed, and should join an asgo- 
ciation for the repression of production powers. 

No one can get more milk from a cow than she can 
produce; but if the udder be not relieved from pressure 
the cow will dry herself down to meet the convenience of 
her milker, even to being milked once per day or dried off 
entirely. Milking four times a day in testing is needful 
in many cases; and then, that the milker may have time 
to sleep, the other cows in the bunch must also be milked 
four times. But the man who thinks that by doubling the 
milkings per day he can double production has another 
“think” coming. It reminds me of a breeder who nearly 
twenty years ago tested a cow with a three-teated udder, 
the fourth quarter being undeveloped. He got a trifle 
over 18 lbs. fat, but claimed that the cow was a 30-lb. 
cow and that he should have a certificate accordingly. I 
think there may be some slight advantage in milking a 
cow four times per day that only needs to be milked three 
times; but the reports in this office show that the 
advantage in such cases is so slight as to be hardly worth 
the trouble. Good Holstein-Friesian cows need to be 
milked at least three times per day for some time after 
freshening; and many good dairymen have found it profit- 
able even with grades. But few official tests have been 
made on twice a day milking. Many years ago a cow pro- 
ducing over 80 lbs. of milk per day was so tested. She 
was a great cow and was reported as rather scantily fed. 
and yet while she went through the test the treatment 
ruined her. She should have been milked four times per 
day to avoid danger to udder. About one-third of the cows 
in long-time test are milked four times a day through the 
test, the majority being so milked because of other heavier 
milkers in the bunch; the other two-thirds are milked as 
they seem to need, and is most convenient to owners. 3 


Granted that cows tested for advanced registration are 
very largely tested under favorable conditions; does not 
our constitution specify that the first object in forming 
our organization is “For the improvement of the breed of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle?” By showing what can be done, 
breeders have something to guide them in the improve- 
ment of their herds, and by using the blood of cows that 
have proved their capacity and bulls that have proved 
their prepotency they can succeed. There is no standing 
still. in this matter; so much good blood has gone into the 
grades that they are crowding the purebreds. There is n0 
place left for the purebred scrub; her time is past. The 
combination of form with production will come in due 
time, and the breed will move forward in the future 4s 
it has in the past. We have turned the corner.

tional. Knowles took second over Erie County Farm. 
Yates scored another blue in the junior yearling class, 
with Erie County Farm second and another Yates entry 
third, thus giving the first three places to Western New 
York. The calf class, with 49 head showing, was one of 
the finest we have seen this year. Some unusually good 
heifers were not able to place and the six tops that were 
inside the money were so evenly matched that almost 
any of them might have been picked for first without any 
serious objection. Pinery’s Bess Aaggie Jewel, who has 
been undefeated throughout the season, was given the 
decision on her sweetness and quality as well as on her 
perfect shaped udder. Her sister stood in second place 
with McLaury Bros.’ wonderfully uddered calf third and 
Hargrove & Arnold fourth. The Overbrook heifer beat 
out the Knowles entry for fifth place. All six of thebe 
great heifers are worthy of special mention. 

' The Pinery calf was made Junior Champion, repeating 
the honors previously won at the Ohio and Maryland 
State Fairs. She is a daughter of the Pinery show bull, 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, being probably the best 
of the many good daughters of that sire that have been 
exhibited in the last several years. 

The class for Advanced Registry cow, bred and owned 
«in New York so limited the competition that only one 
‘animal that was inside the’ money in the open class was 
,;eligible. She was Yates’ second best cow, K M DK S§ 
, Colantha, fourth in the open class, with a seven-day rec- 
‘ord of almost 35 lbs. and a year record of 1,177 Ibs. butter 
and was the largest record cow in the entire show as well 
as one of the’ best in type. 


The Groups 

The groups and herds made a wonderful exhibition, 
in which the majority of the honors went to Hargrove & 
Arnold, Yates and Pinery, the first named having “the 
edge” on their strong competitors. In these seven classes 
Hargrove & Arnold won four firsts, four seconds and 
four lesser prizes, Yates two firsts, two seconds and two 
fourths, and Pinery one first, one second, a third and 
two fourths. 

In the Get of Sire class, Hargrove & Arnold took first 
and sixth on their K P O P gets and third on their get 
of Triune Ormsby Piebe, a son of K P O P. Pinery 
Farms had fourth on the get of King Pietertje Jewel 





Korndyke, another son of K P O P by the way. The 
Yates get of Count Paul Posch, featuring the two splendid 
aged bulls, was a strong second in this important clags, 
which numbered 21 entries. Knowles good get of Over. 
hill Cornucopia took fifth money and several very cred- 
itable gets were crowded out of the money by the strong 
competition. The first prize get consisted of the first 
prize 3-year-old bull, the junior champion yearling bull, 
3d prize aged cow and Pinery’s second prize aged bull. 

Yates scored a brilliant victory in the Exhibitor’s Herd 
class, with his third prize aged bull, second prize aged 
cow, blue ribbon two-year-old and yearling and a very 
good calf. Hargrove & Arnold had a well balanced group 
in second place and third went to the Dennis entry, a 
herd including the two Grand Champions. The Pinery herd 
took fourth, the judge stating that four better or more 
evenly matched herds have seldom been seen in any 
ring. The Hargrove & Arnold Yearling Herd beat out 
Pinery for first place, but this decision was reversed on 
pair of calves. For Produce of Cow, the three Hargrove 
& Arnold entries took first, second and sixth, first going 
to their aged bull and aged cow, both of which were well 
up in the money. Yates won over Hargrove & Arnold 
with herd of four cows over three years old, but the 
latter turned the tables for four cows two years old or 
over bred by exhibitor. 


The County Herds 


Never before at the New York State Fair has there 
been such an array of County Herds as appeared this 
year, although several counties that had been relied upon 
did not appear. There were eight groups in the compe 
tition, however, and the ring was cleared to make room 
for them. A picture of the eighty Holsteins lined up for 
this class was taken by Hildebrand which we hope to 
publish later. 


Erie County was of course outstanding, consisting of 
the cream of the Yates string and some very good ones 
from Erie County Farm and C. W. Hurd. The others 
were more evenly matched, Washington taking second 
place with Onondaga third. Although this showing brought 
out a few animals that are harddy up to State Fair stand- 
ards, each of the eight counties deserves great credit for 
their efforts in bringing out a full string. The State 
Association should also have some credit for assistandée 
in selecting the herds and for encouragement rendered 
to many of the smaller exhibitors who would otherwise 
have remained at home.

Holsteins at the Seventy-First Annual 


California

While eight exhibitors showing ninety-one animals 
comprised the Holstein show at the 1925 California State 
Fair, on the whole it was rated as one of the most satis- 
factory showings made by the breed in this state for 
several years. Competition was keen among quite well 
balanced classes in most instances, although the show 
did not uncover any number of really outstanding indi- 
viduals. 

If any single exhibitor were to be singled out for 
especial commendation the honor would fall to California 
The boys at that worthy home, with 
only.a small herd to select from, and fitting and showing 


* their own animals provided real competition in every 
’ class in which they were entered, and for the second time 


took home the Grand Champion bull award on their be- 
loved “Blackie”, officially known as Republic Spofford 
Ida Lyons. 

No exhibitor had a full show herd, and the keenest 
competition developed among the younger classes with 
honors quite well distributed. Billiwhack Stock Farm 
was particularly strong in the cow classes, and was the 
close runner up for senior bull championship with their 
two-year-old Sir Adna Perfection, and was strong as weli 
in the younger classes.

West Virginia State Fair Holstein Awards

West Virginia celebrated her 45th 
fair anniversary by staging one of the 
greatest dairy shows ever held in the 
state. Although an industrial state 
by nature, West Virginia has no rea- 
son to complain for the splendid show- 
ing of dairy cattle which filled the 
barns and two large tents located on 
the Island at Wheeling. 

The premiums offered by the state 
fair board were such to attract the 
showing of herds from five states 
covering a territory from Oklahoma 
to Pennsylvania. The Holstein show 
of last year was made up of five herds 
totaling 46 black and whites. Com- 
pared to the seven or eight herds 
of 86 animals which were exhibited 
this year that show looked small in- 
deed. 


The animals in all the classes 
were of very high quality as far as 
type is concerned. Some of the ani- 
mals would have made strong com- 
petition for the purple at the larger 
shows. 

The closest competition, judging 
from the number of ribbons which 
each secured, was between the herds 
of James M. Paxton and Son, of Hous- 
ton, Pennsylvania, and A. F. Ran 
dolph from Canton, Illinois. Ward and 
Leonard of ‘“Pawhuska, Oklahoma 
with the herd of 19 Holsteins shown 
for the first time this year were the 
largest exhibitors. 

“King Echo Sylvia Alcartra Lad,” 
aged bull shown by James M. Paxton 
and Son was the outstanding Holstein 
bull of the breed. He was of medium 
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size and carried a typical Holstein con- 
formation throughout. The 3-year-old 
pull, “Whitehurst Colantha Artis 
Lad,” belonging to A. F. Randolph, 
had wonderful quality and fitting but 
was criticized by the judge in being 
too fleshy. 

In the aged cow class was the clos- 
est competition. The cow, “Mamsells 
Maple Grove Jewell,” owned by A. F. 
Randolph, was a showy animal of 
great size, wonderful constitution 
and an almost ideal udder. She was 
criticized for being slightly faulty in 
her topline, but at that she defeated 
“Dasie Dalryell Mercedes” the won- 
derful show cow belonging to James 
M. Paxton and Son, which had won 
five out of six grand champions at 
eastern fairs. The Paxton cow show- 
ed excellent Holstein conformation 
but due to transportation she showed 
rather poorly. This wonderful old 
cow has the honor of holding the 
highest milk and fat record for the 
state of Pennsylvania. 

In the aged classes the struggle 
was about evenly divided between 
Paxton of Pennsylvania and Randolph 
of Illinois, while in the younger 
classes Ward and Leonard of Okla- 
homa, showing for the first time this 
year, made strong bids for honors. 
In the groups the money was about 
equally divided between the two for- 
mer and the Oklahoma herd.

ing September is reported by the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. The 
average prices paid to producers at 
Primary markets throughout the Unit. 
ed States were slightly higher for 
September than for the preceding 

month and also exceeds figures fop 
September 1924 by seven cents a hup- 
dred. The September 1925 average igs 
$2,67 per 100 for 3.5% milk, while the 
August average was $2.64. The 
South Atlantic states record the larg. 
est gain over the preceding month 
with $3.41 for September as against 
$3.29 for August. New England does 
nearly as well and has the highest 
price of any section, $3.44 per 100 for 
September as against $3.33 for Anu- 
gust. 





BUTTER SHIPMENTS TO FOUR 
PRINCIPAL MARKETS 


Two important questions in the 
dairy industry are answered by the 
rather alarming looking set of figures 
printed below. One is, where does the 
butter come from which supplies the 
great consuming centers? The other 
is, in what states is the dairy indus- 
try advancing and in what states is it 
receding? The table shows the 
amount of butter shipped from. each 
state in the United States to the four 
principal markets, New York, Chica- 
go, Boston. and Philadelphia, each 
year, 1922, 1923 and 1924. It is pre 
supposed that each state which ships 
a surplus of butter first produced but- 
ter enough to supply itself, so that 
this table shows whether or not this 


surplus has increased for the three 


years mentioned. For instance, Col- 
orado shows an increased surplus pro- 
duction of a little over 600,000 Ibs., 
or about 50 per cent in the three 
years, while Ohio and Indiana during 
the same time showed a marked de- 
cline in surplus production, Ohio fall- 
ing off nearly 51% million pounds and 
Indiana about 4% million pounds. 
This fluctuation in production is one 
of the most interesting indications of 
the trend in the dairy industry. The 
situation in Kansas, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, Montana, the Dakotas and the 
Southern States is especially worthy 
studying. The table is as follows:

For the purpose it was meant to 
serve, the C. T. A. test is a splendid 
thing but, as a guide to the buyer, it 
has but little more value than the un- 
supported word of the seller. Because 
of the lack of the close supervision 
which insures the accuracy of the A. 
R. test, it is a comparatively easy and 
simple matter for an unscrupulous 
owner to get his cows credited with 
considerably more than they -actually 
produced. Yet the average farmer will 
readily buy cows with C. T. A. rec- 
ords when he would not consider a 
cow with an A. R. record. 
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According to an old saying, it is a 
poor plan to “change horses while 
crossing the river’. The industry is 
not yet entirely out of the deep water. 
Would it not be better to make no 
change by legislation at the present 
time? 

If the 305-day test is better than the 
365-day test, it will surely replace the 
longer test by the operation of natural 
laws. Any formal action of the As- 
sociation in opposition to the yearly 
test would be likely to arouse sus- 
picion against any long-time test.
